Reunion at. Mt. Pulaski 
yesterday.

The Old Settlers' organization, formed 


n 1818, held its grand annual barbecue 
md feast jubilee at Mi Pulaski, on yes- 
terday, and the day being fine for nu 
ont-door gathering, it proved an immense 
success socially for all present, and con- 
siderable mouey was left among the mer- 
chants and the hucksters in the ancient 
town on the hill, 22 miles distant, on the 
Peoria, Deoatnr & Evansville railroad.
